in run Unirep Srares.—The statistics of 1870 show an increasing 


tendency to suicide throughout the country. The percentage was 3°06 per 
100, 000. In 1860 it was 3.02, and in 1850, 2°01. As usual, the male sex 
greatly predominatesa—more than three-fourths being men. Suicide is rare 
among women who have reached maturity, the majority of the cases being con- 
fined to the romantic period of girlhood. Men, on the contrary, resort to it 
in numbers increasing with age. Ten suicides occur among the whites to one 
among the blacks; the cheerful, contented disposition of the latter shows 
where lies the exciting cause of suicide. It is the product, not of mental rust, 
but of wear and tear. The rate is higher in the bustling communities of the 
North than in the more quiet South. But the German and French minds, of 


all others, appear to be particularly prone to suicide. 


These nationalities 


stand nearly as three to one as compared with the Irish, and four to one com- 


pared with the native American.

Fearing the further wrath of God, and trembling lest he 
‘should: be destroyed, the jailor fell down before the Apostles and inquired, 
What must I do to be saved?“ They answered him in this wine, 58 ens 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt he saved.“ 

Now these words, at the present day, are frequently quoted in all eee 
Plaoes of worship by self-called ministers of God, and as frequently. do these 
‘ministers place themselves in the position that Paul and Silas. occupied as 
teachers and expounders of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. To all men, without 
“respect to character and moral worth, these words are repeated for their com- 
fort and consolation ; ‘and the assurance is held out to them of endless glory 
and blissful association, with heavenly eine, if they will os ‘acknowledge 
Jesus to be the Redeemer of the world. . 

In the case of the jailor such au injunction as that given 74 Panl 4nd Silas 
might be deemed strictly appropriate, inasmuch as he was an unbeliever, but 
to one who had already believed in the divinity of the Savior, a more advanced, 
or graduated obedience was essential. There is no doubt that if the jailor 
had already believed in Jesus—that he was the Redeemer of the world—Paul 
woold have answered him in language similar to that used by the Savior him- 
“self, just Previous to his ascension, “ He that believeth and is baptiaed shail 
be saved,” &. To further establish this point we might refer our readers to 
the pecasion, as recordéd in the New Testament, when the ‘Penticostal ‘feast 
was held by the Jews, and another manifestation of God’ 8 power waa, visible 

to the unbelievers as well as the ‘believers. We read. that they (the disciples) 
„were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with other tongues, 
‘as the Spirit gave them utterance,” and 8 they (the unbelievers) were all 
amazed and were in doubt,—saying one to another, What meaneth this 
Peter, thereupon, taught them some of the principles. of, the Gospel of Jesus, 
and referred to the prophecy of Joel in relation to the gifts of the Spirit being 
conferred upon men and women in the last days, to the:prophecies bearing on 
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the reign of Christ, the ion, and that the same Jesus whom the un- 
believing Jews had crucified was both Lord and Christ. After receiving the 
testimony of the power of God, made manifest to their understandings, and 
becoming convinced of the truth of the Apostle’s teachings, these unbelievers, 
who had assembled on the day of Pentecost and witnessed such testimonies, 
were pricked in their hearta, or in other words were made believers in Jesus 
Christ, and said to Peter and the rest of the Apostles, Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?“ In this case Peter, doubtléss, seeing that they already 
believed, did not repeat the words of Paul and Silas, uttered to the Philippian 
-jailor—“ Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved,”—but he 
Said, ‘ Repent and be. baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.

the necessity of a growing faith and the exercise of real efforts for the attain-

end.
